Map of the Natural 
Resources of Alberta. 


Since the transfer of the Alberta 
natural resources from Dominion to 


Provincial control on October Ist, | 


1930, there has been a growing de- 
mand for the publication of a map of 
this province which would enumer- 
ate the various resources and give 
their locations, Such a map has now 
been prepared and is ready for distri- 
bution, 

In complying with this general de- 
mand many factors have had to be 
taken into consideration. It was of 
importanee that the information con- 
tained in a map of this nature should 
be of value to all classes of people 
To the schools, within and without 
the province, for educational rea- 
sons; to miners, trappers, hunters 
and fishermen; to technical institu- 
tions for purposes of reference, and 
to tourists interested in the vast 
natural wealth of this province, who 
would unquestionably be attracted 
into making personal investigation 
when informed of the conveniences 
which now exist for making such 
investigation both easy and desir- 
able. 

The map, therefore, has been de- 
signed with a view to filling these 
many wants. It is 3914" by 22” in 
size and is on a scale of 20 miles to 
the inch. Distinctive features are 
shown in red, green, blue and black. 


These features include surface 
areas, surface resources, mineral 
areas, mineral resources, airways, 


railways, surfaced and improved- 
earth highways, irrigation canals, 
bird sanctuaries and Indian reserves, 
Game, fish and fur areas are shown 
and the location of the resources— 
oil, natural gas, timber, salt, 
bituminous sands, water power, etc, 
are given. 

In addition to this map, a_half- 
yearly review in pamphlet form, 
covering the oil situation in Alberta 
up to June 30th, 1939, has also be:n 
published by the department. This 
too is ready for distribution, and 
either publication, or both, may be 
secured by applying to the Technical 
Division of the Department of Lands 
and Mines, Edmonton.
